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Alberta’s  International  Merchandise  Exports 
January  - December  2005 
Highlights 


Overview:  In  2005,  the  value  of  Alberta’s 
international  merchandise  exports  grew  by 
18.5%  from  2004,  to  a record  $79.2  billion. 
Sharply  higher  prices  for  natural  gas  and 
crude  oil  accounted  for  nearly  88%  of  this 
increase.  Excluding  these  two  commodities, 
the  value  of  total  exports  rose  by  5.3%.  In 
2005,  Alberta  exporters  showed  considerable 
resilience  to  the  effects  of  a stronger 
Canadian  dollar  that  reached  its  highest  level 
since  the  early  1990s.  Exports  of 
manufactured  goods  grew  strongly  by  6.5% 
because  of  both  volume  and  price  increases. 
In  July  2005,  the  U.S.  allowed  imports  of 
Canadian  live  cattle  of  less  than  30  months  of 
age  for  the  first  time  since  May  2003.  As  a 
result,  livestock  exports  were  up  230.0%.  In 
the  fourth  quarter,  exports  were  35.8%  higher 
than  in  fourth  quarter  2004. 

Major  Commodities:  In  2005,  higher  prices 
fuelled  shipments  of  natural  gas,  crude  oil, 
ethylene  polymers,  propane,  polyethylene, 
and  urea.  Higher  volumes  resulted  in 
increased  exports  of  ethylene  glycol,  light  fuel 
oils,  oil  and  gas  pipeline,  and  sulphur. 
Declines  in  price  and  volume  hampered 
shipments  of  oriented  strandboard  (OSB), 
fresh  beef,  wheat,  cobalt  and  lumber.  Large 
declines  were  also  noted  for  telecom 
equipment.  Live  cattle,  not  exported  in  2004, 
rebounded  to  $273  million  in  2005. 

Exports  by  Industry:  High  energy  prices  for 
natural  gas  and  crude  oil  pushed  mining  and 
energy  exports  up  sharply  by  24.6%.  Primary 
agriculture  product  shipments  fell  by  1.8% 
because  of  lower  crop  (-16.5%)  exports.  This 
was  partially  offset  by  a steep  rise  in  livestock 
shipments  (+230.0%).  Manufacturing  exports 
grew  by  6.5%,  with  more  than  half  of  this 
increase  volume  driven.  Large  export  gains 
were  noted  for  the  chemical,  petroleum  & 
coal  products  and  machinery  industries. 

North  America:  In  2005,  the  U.S.  accounted 
for  90%  of  Alberta  exports.  U.S.  imports  of 
Alberta  merchandise  grew  strongly  by  21.0%, 
primarily  as  a result  of  increases  in  natural 


gas  and  crude  oil  imports.  Large  increases 
were  also  noted  for  ethylene  polymers,  live 
cattle,  light  oils  & preparations  and 
polyethylene.  Mexican  imports  dropped  by 
29.1%  with  shipments  of  beef,  canola  and 
coal  decreasing. 

Asia:  Exports  to  Asia  rose  by  1.4%  due  to 
increased  sulphur,  ethylene  polymers,  coal 
and  hides  & skins  deliveries.  Exports  to 
China  were  5.1%  higher  because  of  elevated 
shipments  of  sulphur,  ethylene  glycol  and 
hides  & skins.  Japanese  deliveries  fell,  by 
4.5%  due  to  lower  cobalt,  lumber  and  canola. 
South  Korea  and  Malaysia  shipments  were 
up  sharply. 

Europe:  European  imports  declined  by  1.4% 
with  sales  of  wheat  (including  durum),  nickel, 
cobalt  and  medical  devices  decreasing. 
Exports  to  Germany  and  Italy  rose  strongly, 
and  large  declines  were  noted  for  Greece, 
Switzerland  and  Spain.  In  2005,  Alberta’s  top 
European  markets  were  Belgium,  the  United 
Kingdom  and  the  Netherlands. 

Middle  East  and  North  Africa:  Exports  to 
the  Middle  East  and  North  Africa  rose  by 
11.0%,  due  in  large  part  to  a jump  in  sales  to 
Iran  and  Kuwait.  Large  export  increases  to 
the  region  were  noted  for  boring  machinery 
and  drilling  derricks,  barley,  and  distilling  & 
rectifying  machinery. 

Other  Regions:  South  American  imports 
decreased  by  3.2%  due  to  a drop  in  wheat 
shipments.  A rise  in  pork  and  sulphur 
deliveries,  especially  to  Australia,  fuelled  a 
15.7%  increase  in  imports  by  the  Oceania 
region.  Central  American  imports  grew  by 
4.7%  due  to  higher  heavy  oil  preparations 
and  telecom  equipment  sales.  Exports  to  the 
Commonwealth  of  Independent  States  rose 
by  23.9%  as  oil  and  gas  field  machinery  sales 
increased.  Sub-Saharan  Africa  imports 
climbed  by  18.9%  because  of  increased 
shipments  of  lifting  & handling  machinery  and 
sulphur.
